A report was given that 
Irving J. Lawrence, former club 
president, is improving at the 
Franklin County hospital and is 
now able to receive visitors.

He showed colored 
slides of shrubs and trees and gave 
pertinent information about their 
growth. He stressed three import- 
ant points: thin the plants. keep 
the shrub the proper size and 
judge each shrub or tree. 

Mr. Mosher also showed the 
proper tools for pruning, pruning 
shears, clippers and a saw. He rec- 
ommended the removal of three- 
quarters of the old wood from 
most shrubs which should be 
pruned in the spring after they 
dlossom, some of which blossom 
on the new growth and some on 
the old growth. Evergreens may be 
pruned any time except in sum- 
mer, around the Christmas season 
when the trimmings can be used 
for Christmas decorations, wreaths 
and swags is an excellent time. 
Prune where the cuts will not be 
seen for new growth starts imme- 
diately. 

Trees should be pruned when 
young, up to three years, in order 
to make correct growth without 
improper branching. 

A question and answer pation 
followed Mr. Mosher’s talk. Every- 
one felt-that it was a very satis- 
fying meeting.

Many, of the residents have made squirrels their pets and also 
resent having them killed by hunters illegally. All such vio- 
lators ‘of the law and publie safety should be reported to the 
proper authorities.

This library observed the 40th 
anniversary of “Children’s Book 
Week” with a display of about 
thirty new books in the reading 
room. Reserves were taken for 
those wishing a certain title and 
books will be put in circulation 
next week.

Dr. Wilson Farnsworth Dodd, 
65, died at Pleasant Hill, Tenn., 
Oct. 30. 

Dr. Dodd was born at Talas, 
Turkey, on Oct. 7, 1893, the son of 
missionaries. He attended public 
schools of Montclair, N. J., grad- 
uated: from Princeton university in 
1916 and from Cornell Medical 
college in 1920. 

He spent 15 years in Turkey and 
returned in 1936 to serve at the 
Berea (Ky.)
